STATE “GAS” TAX IN EIGHT 
MONTHS YIELDS $3,026,871 


Revenue for 


Audit of Collections in St. Louis, It Is Under- 
stood, Will Reveal Evasions—$4,500,000 


Year Likely. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 10.— 
The State tax of 2 cents a gallon 
on gasoline used for motor ve- 
hicle fuel produced $3,026,871.31 
for the State road fund in the first 
eight months after the tax became 
effective on Jan. 1 last, the State 


Oil Inspection Department an- 
nounced today. This forecasts a 
total of approximately $4,500,000 


from the tax in 1925. 

An audit of the gasoline tax 
collections being made by the 
State Auditor will disclose some 
extensive evasions of the tax in St. 
Louis, it is understood. The 
auditors now are at work in §&t. 
Louis but the results of their in- 
vestigation will not be made pub- 
lic until the audit is completed. 
The evasions were discovered, it 
was learned, through checking 
the reports of wholesalers on the 


gasoline they had hanilled, against 
the railroad records of bulk ship- 
ments of gasoline received by the 
companies. 

A report of collections has been 
compiled by the oll inspection de- 
partment only to Aug. 31: The 
tax payments for September are 
not due until Oct. 25. As has 
been told, the Highway Commis- 
sion in proposing the gasoline tax 
as part of an ‘initiative proposi- 
tion for additional road revenue. 
adopted last November, estimated 
the gasoline tax would yield $3,- 
000,000 a year. 

A recent report on collections 
for the first six months showed 
that gasoline wholesalers in St. 
Louis and Kansas City paid $1,- 
278,703, or 60 per cent of the to- 
tal of $2,131,177 collected in the 
first six months. St. Louis patd 
$781,316. The State tax is col- 
lected in most instances at the 
wholesale or bulk stations.

Was Handbill Distributer. 

Telling Postoffice Insyvectors, 
who arrested him last night, about 
his scheme, Allen declared he 
hoped to get money from those 
who answered as a “stake” in be- 
coming a dealer in Florida real] es- 
tate. The current fever to make 
fortunes overnight in.Florida had 
seized him. He has been employed 


to distribute handbills at _ § front 
doors. 

“Wallie’” described “herself” in 
the adyertisement as 24, _ pretty, 


and the heir to $5000 and a 600- 
acre farm—but with the matrimo- 
nial contingency standing in the 
way of the legacy. Several dozen 
answers were received and ‘“Wal- 
lie’ replied to them in much _ the 
fashion of this letter he sent to a 
New York man:

I'm sending you my pic- 
ture. I'll be a sweet, loving little 
wife, true to the end.

A payroll robber battered the 
combination from a safe in the 


freight office of the Illinois Cen- 
tral Railroad, 308 South’ Front 
street, East St. Louis, at 12:40 a. 
m. today, and escaped with $2800 
in currency end silver while seven 
employes of the railroad were 
forced to lie on the floor in an an- 
te-room under guard of a second 
robber.

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NEW THEORY LAYS 
LAGLEDE BLAST 10 
FALL OF GAS PIPE 


Breaking of Ceiling Sup- 
port, Allowing Pipe to 
Strike Concrete, 
Have Caused Explosion. 


DISCOVERY OF 
CRACKS REPORTED 


Coroner’s Inquest Begun — 


Several Witnesses Testify | 


at Hearing Which Is Co:- 
tinued to Next Week. 


The Coroner, in the Laclede Gas 
explosion inquiry begun today and 
continued until next Tuesda:, will 
question witnesses to determine 
whether the explosion was due to 
the pulling loose of a ceiling sup- 
port of a gas pipe in the base- 
ment, the consequent sagging of 
the pipe and its ultimate cracking 
open at two defective points. 

The spark, that ignited the gas 
which flooded the basement, may 
have been caused by the striking 
of the fron pipe against the con- 
crete floor. As is known the ex- 
plosion killed four persons, caused 
serious injury to six others and 
slight injurles to 37. Ensuing fire 
caused such damage that the 
building has been closed tempo- 
rarily. 

The pipe urder inspection is 
about 60 feet long, 6 .nches in di- 
ameter, weighing about 1000 
pounds. The Coroner's office, aft- 
er an inspection, has reported that 
the celling support was 2 %&-inch 
iron rod, imbedded only about six 
inches of the concrete of the ceil- 
in. It was reported also that a 
portion of the ceiling concrete was 
pulled away by the support. 

Cracks in the Pipe. 

The inspection also disclosed, it 
is said, that the pipe cracked at a 
point which seemed to have been 
defective near the air vent up 
which gas fumes poured, causing 
fire on the eleventh floor. An- 
other crack at the opposite end of 
the pipe, apparently at a defective 
spot also, was just opposite the 
freight elevator, which would give 
circulation upward to gas that was 
escaping. 

It also was found that the valve 
which controlled the turning’ on 
and shutting off of the supply of 
gas into this pipe was shut off. 
The valve was at a point near the 
wall at which the pipe entered and 
near which the bodies of the sta- 
tionary engineer and two mainte- 
nance men were found. 

The Coroner's office thinks It 
likely that he three employes Ob- 
served the pulling loose of the 
pipe support, the sagging of the 
pipe and the release of gas, and 
to and did shut off the 
gas. The pipe is telleved to have 
fallen, however, just after the gas 
ras shut off. and the falling of 
the pipe to have caused the explo- 
sion. 

Engineers and employes of the 
company will be questioned next 
week to determine whether the 
sound of the pulling away of the 
supporting rod vas not heard by 
some just before the explosion. 

The line of questioning of the 
Coroner is in support of a theory 
slightly different from that of Di- 
rector of Public Safety Brod, who 
believes the explosion was due to 


gas, the source of which was a 
broken main, but that the break | 
in the matin likely was caused by 


proximity to steam pipes. 
Section of Pipe Removed. 


Building Commissioner Christo- 
pher today went to the gas build- 
ing, accompanied by a carpenter 
with a pipe-cutting saw, to remove 
a section of the gas pipe. This 
section was taken from the point 
where, in his view and the view cf 
Director Brod, the explosion oc- 
curred, and will be held as evi- 
dence in the official investigation. 

One of the Building Commis- 
sioner’s official duties is to investi- 
gate fires, explosions and other dis- 
asters in buildings. to ascertain 
their cause when possibie. 

The report of Director Brod on 
his investigation into the cause of 
the explosion, was sent to Mayor 
Miller today. At. the Mayor's of- 
fice. it was said the Mayor was !n 
for a time before the report ar- 
rived, but went out. and that he 
might not have an opportunity to 
consider the matter officially to- 
day. Monday, Columbus day, is a 
municipal holiday. 

Director Brod, in a statement to 
reporters yesterday, expressed his 
belief that the bursting of a gas 
pipe carsed the blaet. He sug 
gested that thie might have been 
due to the proximity of a large 
gas pipe to the oa pipes, on the 
firet day of fall when the steam 
heating plant was in use.

Measures to reduce * plumbing 
costs in St. Loulsa were taken to- 
day by Building Commissioner Ed- 
ward E. Christopher, who has ap- 
pointed a committee of experts to 
assist him ina revision of the 
plumbing ordinances in the inter- 
ests of lower building costs. 

The appointment of this com- 
mittee follows the recent announce- 
ment by Attorney-General Otto 
that he has begun an investigation 
upon which to base an antitrust 
sult against the Association of Mas- 
ter Plumbers of St Louis and the 
Journeymen Plumbers’ Union, and 
also against the Piping & Heating 
Contractors’ St. Louis Association 
and the Steamfitt¢rs’ Union. 

Before and since the Attorney- 
General's announcement of the pro- 
posed antitrust inquiry, the Post- 
Dispatch publishéd articles show- 
ing excessive costs of plumbing 


work, together witl the operations

announcement.
